Have you been having trou- 
ble sneezing, wheezing, -etc., 
lately? 

When. an allergy attack: hits, 
the culprit may be closer than 
you realize. The dust mites that 
hide in carpeting, bedding and 
upholstered : furniture, plus. the 
mold that: grows in places such 
as mattresses, ‘basements. and 
humidifiers, produce air-borne 
allergens. It is estimated. that 
about half of all allergy sufferers 
have. dust-related allergies. 
Some small measures can help 
keep their snéezing and wheez- 
ing under control 

The first step is improving 
ventilation, Ways to do- this 
include opening 
installing: exhaust fans in the 
kitchen. and baths, keeping the 
fireplace chimney flue open on 
all but he coldest days and yent- 
ing the: dryer outdoors, : 

Vacuum. on’ a regular “basis! 
Dust mites generally live at the 
base of carpet fibers and tend to 
rise .with moisture. For more 
effective removal, call .a profes- 
sional to do extracting cleaning 
or inyest in’,a deep cleaning 
machine designed for home use.

For special documents safety 
deposit boxes are important

Do you know where your 
important documents are—and 
dire they safe from fire or other 
unexpected hazards? If you 
haven't already, you may want 
to put vital records in a safety 
deposit box, 

Safety deposit boxes are usu- 
ally located in commercial 
banks. But, with» increased 
demand for the limited number 
of boxes available, it’s harder to 
secure a bank safety box, Many 
banks have a waiting list of from 
six to 12 months, 

One alternative to a bank 
safety deposit box is a fireproof 
safe at home, They re more 
expensive, but are larger and 
more convenient. The key here 
is fireproof, A shoebox will be 
of no use in case of a fire. Store 
documents that are impossible, 
difficult or too expensive to 
replace in your safety deposit 
box, These include titles and 
bills of sale to vehicles: con- 


tracts, notes and debts; military 
service records; list of insurance 
companies; policy numbers, 
amounts and agents; and certifi- 
cates of marriage, birth, death, 
divorce, adoption and citizen- 
ship, 

Also keep investment certifi- 
cates such as stocks and bonds, 
tax records and your will in the 
safety deposit box, Store the 
original will in the box and 
extra-executed copies with your 
lawyer and executor and in your 
home file, 

Be sure to check the laws reg- 
ulating access to a bank safety 
deposit box in case of death of 
the renter of the box, You might 
want to have two signatures on 
the card so a second person can 
have access to it in an emer- 
gency, 

It's also a good idea to keep a 
copy of your household invento- 
ry for insurance purposes. A pic- 
ture of rooms, items or drawer 
contents can help if something 
happens through robbery or fire.

Because they are east to vacu- 
um, roller shades are a better 
choice than slatted blinds. 

Other methods of controlling 
dust mites include routine clean- 
ing of air ducts, using vacuum 
cleaner with an enclosed bay 


and reducing the number of 


dust-catching items in a room. 
To. survive, ,mites~ require 


moisture. Lowering the relative. 


humidity to below 50 percent 
will help reduce their numbers, 
Using a double-filtered. ventila- 
tor or an aif conditioner, particu- 
larly in,pollen season, may help.

How to put the odds in your favor on corn 


Richard L. Petcher 
County Extension Agent 


Corn planting usually begins 


the last week of February. and © 


the first week of March for the 
farmers here in Coffee County. 
Last year growers planted 8,000 
acres of corn in Coffee County, 
The severe drought resulted in 
some of the worst yields ever, 

Weather is the biggest factor 
affecting corn; however, there 
are a number of things that a 
grower can do to up his odds of 
making a.good crop. 

There have been a number of 
grower meetings where com 
hybrids were discussed, This is 
probably one of the most impor- 
tant decisions, There are some 
excellent varieties from which 
to choose. Is it worth spending 

ten dollars more for one vari- 
ety over another? One bag 
plants 3 to 5 acres, If that vari- 
ety yields 10 more bushels per 
acre than a cheaper variety, over 
3 acres that would be 30 more 
bushels, At $2.50 per bushel 
that would be $75.00 minus the 
$10.00 difference at purchasing 
cost would be $65.00 more prof-

Watch your corn, If you get 
plenty of rain, you may. still 
need to side dréss with some 
nitrogen, Corn grown on sandy 
soils often suffers from sulfur 
and zinc deficiencies. It is usu- 
ally fine On clay © soils, 
Remember to add these’ nutri- 
ents, especially when planting o 
deep sandy soils. Research 
shows the use of a starter fertil- 


izer to pay 80 percent of the 


time, 

The result is foster growth 
and higher yields. 

Another key is. earliness. 
Plant early, Plant as soon as the 
soil temperature is 50 degrees or’ 
more at two inches deep for at 
least four days before planting. 
Planting early helps you escape 
insect and disease and heat pres- 
sure, Plant an early corn, one 
that will dry down early, 
Harvest early, Sell early. Take 
to. the market early, 

Planting depth is also impor- 
tant, One to two inches is usu- 
ally best, 

Planting deeper gives stand 
problems, and planting shallow 
gives stalk anchoring problems, 
If you plant shallow, plant to 
harvest early,

If you are irrigating, ren¥émber 
to irrigate when ear size poten- 
tial is determined, That is at leaf 
stage 12-17. Don't wait until 
com is tasseling and expect to 
make much of a difference then. 
Research is also ~ showing 
increased yields by split appli- 
cations of nitrogen through the 
irrigation system, 

Soil insecticides can pay off if 
planting no-till, behind pasture, 
using a lot of manure or planting 
late.

— Start harvesting when 
corn is 2! percent moisture. 

This’ will give you a better 
yield because of less shattering 
und better quality than if you 
wait until itis 15 percent. This 
udded yield will usually pay 
over extra drying costs,

Tuesday afternoon the’ Elba 
Water and Electric Board voted 
unanimously to- implement the 
electric rate increases which had 
been proposed and tabled at the 
last meeting. The new rates are 
effective with electric power 
used onior after April [St: 

At the last’ meeting, board 
members. questioned the impact 
of the increase on lower income 
citizens and asked for a break- 
down on these numbers. The 
new rates are as follows: 


Residential Service will be . 


$.068 per kwh plus a base 
charge of $8.00, up from $.065 
per kwh and $4.00 base charge. 
There are approximately 1,387 
customers in this category. and 
their average electric consump- 
tion is 1,427 kwhs, Under the 
new rate the average residential 


bill will increase $8.28 per 
month. 
Information. presented to 


board members Tuesday indi- 
cate that the 447 lowest volume 
residential utility users, who use 
an average of 248 units of power 


tric rates effective April 1st 


each month, will see a rate 
increase.of $4.75 per month, 

Small Commercial Service 
will be $.073 per kwh with an 
$8.00. basic flat rate, up trom 
$.07 per kwh and a $4.00. basic 
flat rate. There. are 304 cus 
tomers in this category and the 
average electric consumption is 
2,347 kwhs. Under the new rate 
the average small commercial 
bill will increase $1 1:04, 

Large Commercial. Service 
is- more cemplicated — and 
includes a Demand Charge, 
which means they pay at least 
this demand every month fora 
yéar after it is set, regardless of 
the amount of current used 
These Demand Charge numbers 
will not change under the new 
rates. Proposed rates start al 
$.052 per kwh for the first 3,000 
kwh; plus $.049 per kwh for the 
next 2,000 kwh; plus $.043 for 
all over 15,000 kwh. These large 
commercial” rates reflect $.03 
per kwh increase in each catego- 
ry. There are 37 customers in 
this category and they average 
using 16,500 kwhs, The average
